Too ill to stand very long at a 
time, the Governor told newsmen 
he had decided-not to grant clem- 
ency, but that he had no comment 
to make as to his reasons, 
reasons, he firmly refused and 
aid shakily: 

“I am always sorry when I can't 
grant clemency.” 

With that the Governor stood up 


in his back office where he had | 
‘summoned reporters, wavered for 


a moment, and then called to John 
FE. Goodwin, head of the State 
Highway Patrol: 

“Help me to get out of here. 
When a fellow’s sick he’s hable to 
faint,” he muttered weakly.

Crisis 

There can be no misinterpretation of the 
numerous indications that affairs between this 
country and Japan have reached crisis so 
critical that the two countries may be formally 
at war before many days have passed. 

Tokyo has adopted an attitude in the nego- 
tiations which practically closes the door to 
peaceful solution of the difficulties. This, 
backed by Japanese military activity along 
the French Indo-China border with Thailand, 
creates a situation which can only be saved 
from war by immediate change of policy by 
the Japanese and the giving, by that country, 
of acceptable guarantees that her aggressions 
in the Far East shall cease. It is hard to con- 
ceive any guarantees which would-be acceptable 
under the circumstances. 

We hope and pray war may be averted, but 
not at a cost too great to pay. Abandonment 
of the Chinese, puerile acceptance of the Jap- 


anese conditions for peace, or betrayal of our . 


friends and allies in the struggle against to- 
talitarianism would be too high a price. 
Japan is, evidently, permitting herself to 
be used as‘a pawn by Hitler and the Nazi gov- 
ernment in Germany. If she dares war with 
the United States she is committing what 


amounts to nothing short of national. suicide. @ 


Hitler, of course, cares nothing about the fate 
of Japan, all he wants is a diversion in the 
East, a diversion he believes will relieve some 
of the pressure against him in other theaters 
of war. 

That Hitler ts probably mistaken in this 
anticipation has no effect on the situation. 
That war by this country, against a member 
of the Axis partnership, means simply the 
drawing of this nation, with all its power, into 
the ranks of his active enemies, is apparently 
not realized at its full value in Berchtesgaden. 

If war comes against Japan it will tremen- 
dously enhance the war effort by this country. 
Once on a war status, the national unity for 
victory would coagulate overnight. Put on a 
war footing, the productive capacity of Ameri- 
can industry, already great, would multiply 
many times. There would be, for one thing, 
an end to interruptions by labor disputes— 
Congress would see to that feature. 
~ If Japan has any realization whatever of 
the strength of America she will maintain 
peace with this country at any cost. If she 
persists in her present belligerent attitude she 
will commit national hara-kiri, suicide. 

The decision rests with Tokyo.

Man of the Year 


The Progressive Farmer has named M. D. 
Mobley, state director of vocational education, 
Georgia’s “Man of the Year” for 1941, an an- 
nual honor bestowed by this publication for 
distinguished service in agricultural progress.

The record of Mr. Mobley is one of quiet, sin- 
eere and constant effort to improve the eco- 
nomic and social status of Georgia’s agricul- 
tural population.

Yet Georgia today has 45,445 enrolled 
in vocational agriculture, 42,207 in home eco- 
nomics, 17,790 in trades and industries and 
32,573 in defense courses.

The Home Guard 


An important feature of the preparations 


of this country for anything which may come. 


asa result of war aid, or war itself, goes largely 
unnoticed by many of the general public. That 
is the organization and development of the 
homé guard, officially known as the Civilian 
Defense Corps. These are civilians, from all 
ranks of society, who have volunteered to serve, 
who have devoted many hours of time to 
strenuous and demanding training, who have 
formed into units that are, today, trained, 
alert, ready for any service to which they may 
be -called. 


There are more than 5,000 men and officers 


in Georgia’s C.D.C. Fulton county alone has 
27 units, with 1,200 men. They are taking the 
place of the National Guard, which has been 
called into active training. 

There is likelihood, amounting to practical 
certainty, these men will be called to active 
duty. They will be used to guard vulnerable 
points, in’ Georgia, against possible sabotage. 
If, as is quite possible, a desperate enemy 
should. succeed in bombing American cities, 
it will be this organization to which Atlanta, 
for instance, will look first for that perform- 


ance of emergency duties which has, in Britain, » 


been the chief factor in salvage, reorganiza- 
tion and sustaining of morale in the bombed 
cities. - 


In Canada the Home Guard is charged with . 


the duty of defending such vulnerable points, 
in Canadian war effort, as power plants, war 
industries, important bridges, canal docks, etc. 


The Fulton county units of the C.D.C. have 
never hesitated, regardless of weather condi- 
tions, to turn out in force whenever called to 
drill. They have marched and drilled and 
practiced in pouring rain and on the coldest 
days. They will have to face more severe 
weather during the coming winter. And, sad 
to relate, they have nothing but summer uni- 
forms to wear. 


An appeal is to be made shortly to authori- 
ties of county and city to defray the cost of 
outfitting the Fulton county units in wool unl- 
forms for the winter. A majority of the men 
cannot afford to meet this expense themselves. 


Other counties have already done this. 
Chatham, which has six units, has appropri- 
ated $500 per unit for this purpose. Similar 
action has been taken in Bibb, Muscogee and 
other Georgia counties. There is every reason 
why Fulton should do likewise.

Tremendous Feat 

Arrival of British troops at the Gulf of 
Sirte in Libya, cutting the Axis supply line 
from Tripoli and threatening the chief opera- 
tions supply base of Bengasi, represents a sur- 
prising military movement which ranks with 
some of the greatest in world history. 

Slicing straight through from Egypt or to 
the oasis of Gialo and then north to the coastal 
area, this British column has accomplished a 
feat generally regarded as virtually impossible, 
The \difficulties of moving and sustaining sup- 
plies through this section are enormous, but 
the advantages to be obtained from the maneu- 
ver are equally great if it has been undertaken 
in sufficient strength to withstand almost cer- 
tain efforts to drive it back. 

The trend of the whole British campaign 
in Libya appears more favorable today, with 
the pocketed Axis forces east of Tobruk fight- 
ing a steadily losing battle. The British indi- 
cate that the German forces and a lone Italian 
armored division have been turned back in 
repeated efforts to drive through encircling 
British lines. The tenacity with which the 
British held the port. of Tobruk has been doubly 
valuable in this campaign, with the siege now 
broken to give the British forces a port of sup- 
ply and relieving the strain of land convoys 
through the desert. The land convoys are 
subject to attack through mechanized forays 
and from the air. The British fleet has demon- 
strated its ability to fight off Axis air threats 
and maintain communications open under ad- 
verse conditions. ' 

The final answer to the Libyan problem 
should be well indicated by the end of this 
week.

It was the Lewis tactics that aroused public sentiment to the 
boiling point and focused national attention on the threats to the 
defense program offered by labor disputes. The country did not 
approve of his methods and hastened to voice demands that some- 
thing be done about it, Congress in moving to expedite considera- 
tion of appropriate legislation is merely responding to the public 


demands. 
DAMAGE WAS DONE It does not matter particularly that 
| Lewis, as president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, has since called the strike off, after con- 
senting to arbitration. The damage was done before he yielded to 
White House pressure, Calling the captive mine coal strike, which 
threatened to halt production of the vitally important steel mills, 
was the spark that set off public resentment against the long series 
of labor disturbances that have marred the defense program trom 
the beginning. 

Neither was labor’s cause helped by the issue raised by Lewis 
in ordering the strike. No question of hours or wages or time and 
overtime was involved. The deadlock between the miners and the 
operators turned almost entirely on the issue of the closed shop— 
an academic problem which friends of labor thought should be 
relegated to a position of secondary importance in relation to the 
need for keeping our defense production going full blast. 


IT AROUSED CONGRESS Before the coal strike arose 


congress showed no disposition 
to enact any of the score or more of bills that had been offered 
on the subject since early in the session. There was an under- 
current of feeling against some of the labor stoppages of defense 
production, but not enough to assure majority support of any pend- 
ing proposal, 

The best evidence of this is that Representative Carl Vinson, 
Georgia chairman of the House Naval Affairs Committee, has for 
two months withheld pressing for action on his antistrike bill, 
although the measure has been reported by his committee and has 
been given a rule enabling it to be called up any time after due 
notice. One of the shrewdest observers of. house sentiment on 
Capitol Hill, Vinson did not press his bill because he lacked assur- 
ance of enough votes for passage. He did not want to be defeated. 

Now the legislative right-of-way is being provided for measures 
offering different approaches to the problem. 


RAMSPECK BILL The House Labor Committee has reported 
out a compromise bill by its acting chair- 
man, Representative Robert Ramspeck, abandoning compulsory 
arbitration. as a curb to strikes, but strengthening the National 
Mediation Board and giving the President new authority to seize 
plants as a penalty for failure to accept mediation, It provides 
also for a 60-day cooling-off period, during which conciliation and 
mediation are to be attempted on a voluntary basis. 
At the same time, the Senate Judiciary Committee fas approved 
the plant seizure bill by Senator Tom Connally, embodying the 


same principles as the house Ramspeck bill, but freezing labor.

Still another bill by Senator Ball, of Minnesota, has been ap- 
proved by a subcommittee of the Senate Labor Committee. Mod- 
eled along, lines of the Railway Labor Mediation: Act, it sets up a 
procedure for peaceful settlement of disputes “within a reasonable 
period of time.” 


OTHERS MORE DRASTIC Other bills of a more drastic na- 

ture have not reached the stage 
of favorable committee consideration. The final legislation to be 
passed will lie somewhere in between the main proposals reported. 
It will probably remain for house and senate conferees to work out 
a compromise. Only one thing seems certain at the moment, and 
that is that a law of some description will be placed on the statute 
books to put a halter on defense strikes. It might appropriately 
be called the John L. Lewis Act, as the responsibility for its passage

In all places and all times, conservatives are men who believe 
in the justice and excellence of the old existing order because 
it feathers their nests. Usually they are old, for even those born 
rich need time to appreciate the advantage of their position and 
to develop ‘the conviction that the special privileges they enjoy are 
theirs: by right of superior virtue and the favor of a just God. 

Usually they ‘are stupid, for their minds are closed against any 
improvements or changes ar facts that would disturb their graft. 
Their one concern is to keep what they have and preserve the 
advantage of their class. 

Baldwin and Chamberlain were conservatives, without vision 
or understanding, and came very close to destroying England. 
Baldwin would not give his nation an air force, and Chamberlain 
not only helped the Nazis in Spain and helped finance the rise of 
Hitler, but, blinded by his fear and hatred of Reds, trusted Hitler 
to the last and regarded him as a bulwark against Russia. 

Now there are whispers in England that Churehill himself is 
being influenced by the conservatives, whose chief interest is not 
daring action to win the war, but precautions to save their own 
privileges. 

That way lies ruin, for free men will not sacrifice to win unless. 
they know they are fighting for a better, safer and more just world. 
They must all be assured that no privileged group, whatever its 
name, will reap all the benefits of victory. , :

False Alliance. 

There was the false alliance of 
the German Conservatives with 
the German Nazis. The Conserva- 
tives were not Nazis, or if they 
were, had their own conservative 
idea of what Nazism was. They 
shared with the Nazis a common 
‘opposition to the left, to certain! 
‘trade unions’  practicies, to the| 
‘Communists, and to the feckless 
\weakness of the Weimar Republic. 
| They had the idea. that they 
could “control” the _ radical ele- 
ments, who, after all, came out of 
what they themselves considered 
ithe gutters of politics, but were 
“useful with the masses. 

General Schleicher 
‘mann Rauschning were conserva- 
tives. As everyone knows the one 
was assassinated in the June 
purge. Hermann Rauschning is an 
exile. 

There was the false alliance of 
the Daladier government with the 
extreme rightist groups. It began 
in the summer of 1938 when the 
Daladier governmen. threw out 
the left wing members, although 
the left had a majority in the 
chamber and in the country. 

On an internal issue, Daladier 
obtained a majority by accepting 
Flandin’s backing; apparently he 
intended thereafter to obtain a 


majority now with a vote of the 
right, and now with a vote of the 
left. But, eventually, he became 
the prisoner of the right. The sit- 
uation climaxed in the general 
strike provoked only to be sup- 
pressed, and from then on France 
was hopelessly divided along class 
and party lines. 

Daladier, of course, is in jail, 
awaiting trial. 

Examples In U, S. * 

We have seen sim ar false alli- 
ances in the America First Com- 
mittee. Hoover, Landon, General 
Wood do not belong, if they will 
forgive me for saying so, in the 
same ranks with Lindbergh and 
Norman Thomas—nor do Norman 
Thomas and Lindbergh belong to- 
gether. 

They are making a common op- 
position, but for no common end. 
If we should go to war, especially 
over the Pacific, these men would 
ardently work for our victory in 
it. Thomas, who is an ideological 
pacifist, would not. 

But neither would Lindbergh, 
nor the groups who really support 
him, who really understand his 
purpose of American “salvation.” 
They are, and would remain, Fifth 
Columnists; they do, and would 
continue to, plug for the Axis line; 
they do, and would continue to, 
take their policy from Berlin. 


Hoover, General Wood, General 
Johnson, and Landon certainly do 
not want an America catastrophe 
in order to be able to turn around 
and claim leadership on the basis 
of “I told you so.” But the Lind-

General Wood, who is a patriot 
and who believes that this country 
is not strong enough for war, must 
ask himsélf whether the speeches

“weaker,” then the general is in 
a false alliance, as I believe him 


to be. 


This country has enemies within, : 


But they can only be- 
come powerful insofar as they are 
able to exploit disagreements be- 
tween those who are, essentially, 
friends, and will prove to be 
in a showdown—unless 
disagreements have grown _ into 
cleavages, and acrimonies become 
exaggerated out of all hope of
